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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office action is in response to the After Final Amendment filed 05/04/20 1 1 . Claims 
1, 2, 6-15, 23-33, 35, 39 and 42 have been cancelled. Claims 48-68 are new. Claims 3-5, 16-22, 
34, 36-38, 40, 41 and 43-68 are now pending. 



2. Claims 3-5, 16-22, 34, 36-38, 40, 41 and 43-68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowed over the closest references: Clancy (US 3347702). 

Clancy discloses a composition comprising benzene (reads on continuous oil phase 
having high electrical volume resistivity), water and Triton X-400 (stearyl dimethyl benzyl 
ammonium chloride, an ionic surfactant) forming a water-in-oil emulsion (Examples 3 and 6). 

However, Clancy does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed composition of matter and 
emulsion comprising a liquid continuous phase, a liquid discontinuous phase which is 
substantially immiscible in the continuous phase and a surfactant, wherein the continuous phase 
having a high volume resistivity, the discontinuous phase being electrically charged and the 
surfactant being selected not to significantly reduce the volume resistivity of the continuous 
phase . 



There is no prior art of record, alone or in combination teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
composition of matter and emulsion.
